COOLIDGE FORMALLY NOTIFIED OF HIS NOMINATION 


Although there is no definite as­ 
surance that the proposed span will 
be constructed, the county commis­ 
sioners will ask for sealed bids for 
the erection of a modern concrete and 
steel bridge over W hite Run in Mt. 
Pleasant township, to 
replace 
the 
present covered structure. 
The commissioners have authorized 
their clerk. Raymond E. Deardorff, to 
advertise for sealed bids for the build­ 
ing of a modern bridge over White 
Run on the G ettvsburg-H anover road, 
now under construction in Mt. Pleas­ 
ant township, to be opened by the 
commissioners on September 2 at ll 
o clock at their office in the court 
house. 
\ction e n te rta in 
W hether the new bridge will be 
erected depends entirely upon 
the 
bids for the work, it was authorita­ 
tively stated at the commissioners' 
office. 
The commissioners face the 
possibility o f asking the voters 
of 
Adams county to give their consent to 
an increase of the county’s bonded in­ 
debtedness from 2 to IO per cent of 
the assessed valuation 
of 
taxable , 
property, and in view of this fact, 
the commissioners feel, 
tihat 
the 
W ilding of a new bridge is only prob­ 
lematical. 
According to plans and specifica­ 
tions for the projected bridge to re­ 
place the present wooden structure 
over W hite Run on Hie road under 
construction, the new structure will 
he about 300 feet from the present 
span, because in concreting the road 
in Mt. Pleasant 
township, 
curves 
around the Mount 
Vernon 
school 
house at th a t place have been elimi- j 
na ted and the roadway straightened. 
Dangerous Detour 
In the event the commissioners de­ 
cide not to build the bridge, the con­ 
crete roadway will stop 300 feet on 
both sides of White Run, and traffic 
will be compelled to make a horse- 
sh w shaped detour to pass over the I 
stream by way of the present covered 
brdige. 
It is understood, 
however, that 
should the commissioners decide to 
let the contract for the new bridge, 
the State will build the 300 feet of 
approaches on both 
sides of 
the 
stream , so that there will be solid road 
up to the bridge on both sides. 
The specifications call for a 40-foot 
span of reinforced concrete for the 1 
proposed bridge. 
The roadway on 
the bridge is to be 24 feet, or 6 feet 
wider than the concrete road through 
Mount Pleasant township. 
Bridge Is Needed 
T hat a replacement bridge is need­ 
ed over White Run is evidenced by 
the fact that signs on the present 
wooden bridge state th a t the structure 
is unsafe 
for 
heavy traffic. 
The 
bridge was built many years ago and 
like a1! wooden bridges in the county 
has been unable to stand the strain of 
heavy traffic.

It is pointed out that when the road 
through Mt. Pleasant 
township 
is 
finally opened to traffic, this route will i 
hear a lot of the travel between Get­ 
tysburg and Hanover th a t is now' go­ 
ing by way of the Lincoln Highway 
and the Cross Keys or Abbottstown. 
This fact only emphasizes the need of 
a new concrete bridge over W hite Run,

Sixty per cent of the sources of 
drinking 
water 
along 
the Lincoln

ed by Dr. John L. Laird, chief of the 
bureau of laboratories, State Depart­ 
ment of Health.

Health Dr. Charles H. Miner and Dr. 
Laird sent out an expedition to learn 
just how had drinking water is in 
regions 
frequented 
by 
tourists in 
Pennsylvania. 
In 
one 
automobile 
traveled a man skilled in bacterio­ 
logical examination of w’a te r to de­ 
termine its fitness for human use, and 
also a technician. 
In the second car 
we nt along a sanitary engineer. 
Pass Through Here 
The 
party 
of 
experts 
passed 
through G ettysburg on July IO, after 
having 
been 
on 
the road, working 
from 
Philadelphia 
to 
Pittsburgh, 
since June 26. 
The expedition’s work 
ended August o, and results have just 
been made public. 
Along the Lincoln Highway the ex­ 
pedition took 256 samples of water. 
Only 103 of these were recorded by 
the 
State 
as 
thoroughly safe 
for 
drinking. 
Sixty-three samples were 
condemned as unfit for use. 
Ninety 
samples were declared “doubtful.’’ 
Figures Don’t Tell It All 
Through the region w est of 
P itts­ 
burgh, traveling both north and south, 
the expedition took 179 samples. 
Of 
these, 104 were found satisfactory, 
fifty-three were reported “ bad” 
and 
twenty-two “doubtful.” 
T hat is, of 435 samples, only 207 
were.found unquestionably pure water. 
But the situation is even worse than 
these figures would seerp to indicate. 
W here sanitary conditions made it evi­ 
dent the w ater was almost certain to 
be contaminated, the expedition did 
not bother to take samples. 
Had 
samples been taken of these waters, 
too, then the figures 
would 
have 
show’ll even worse indications of the 
dangers run by touring parties care­ 
less as to the w ater they drink. 
Since the party of experts went 
through Adams county, John Deatrick, 
Biglerville, county health officer, has 
received official notification 
of 
the 
wells in this county which are fit for 
drinking purposes and those which are 
contaminated. 
For 
those 
where 
absolutely pure w ater was found Mr. 
Deatrick received tin signs, designat­ 
ing the source a s having been examin­ 
ed by the State D epartm ent of Health 
and found fit for human consumption.
